In its great variety ol" food lishes 
Nagasaki's market is one of the 
three greatest (foil markets in the 
world, says Eliza It. Scidnmre, the 
Chicago Tribune's coi repuudent, 
writing from Nagasaki, Japan. 
Shell lish from banks and beaches, 
deep sea creatures and those booked 
and seined ileal shore all come in 
inlinile variety to the city's tish 
market, ard everything from whale, 
porpoise and shark to the little 
white bail, feed Nagasaki's 100,000 
and more people. 

The lisn market is a lmv.ii sight, 
the four streets surrounding a city 
block lined ou either side wilii 
shops and stalls, where the fisher 
men's catch of the night before is 
displayed each morning. 

The royal fish of Japan, the t.ai, 
the piece ilc tvsisianoi at great ban- 
quets and festival occasions, i- first 
lo catch the eye, because of us 
beauty, weie it not put to (he front 

everywhere. It i* a deep, rosy 

pink, with iiideaottilt scales, a 
gracefully carved creature, and in 

the large ten .anil twenty pound 
sizes is a study in lin s and curves, 
color and shading. 

There are small tai, just under a 
pound in weighlf that are the pret- 
tiest lish that swim hereabout — yel- 
low months, rosy shoulders and 
backs, and a body all dappled and 
shining with pale iridescent scales 
Three of these pretty tai may be 
bought for ten sen (5 cents)— they 
would cost ten or twenty limes that 
much in the Tokyo marker 
that even the coal cooly D 
like a prince on the firm, while, de- 
licate llcsh of Ihe noble tai. 

Among formal presents sent on 
o -leinonial occasion an ai rangemciil 
of lish, a still lite picture, carefully 
composed by an artist oHisli posing, 
is most highly eonsideied. O m 
such fish picture sent to a princess 
alter the birth of a son had the

pine Stand of ceremony. The cost 
of the set piece S n, and as 

more lhah a score of friends sent 
similar gifts of ceremonial felioita- 
,'ion there was siich a display of the 
art of exquisite fish arrangement as 
the barbarian will never see in an- 
other country. 

B»sido the beautiful, yellow- 
beaked, rosy backed and ninbow- 
linled tai, there were sardines in 
greater profusion, giein backed, 
silver sided little things that slipped 
ihiough the fishwife's fingers so 
••asily that one longed to play with 
them too •* 

Elsewhere in Japan fish are priced 
singly, by pairs or tens, but in Na- 
gasaki's market eveiything goes to 
eales and is sold by weight. 
There were cod and mackerel, sole 
aud pompaiio, halibut and pile 
salmon, unknown kinds of small 
try and awabi, or abalone, with its 

tough muscle contracting and relax 
ing when one turned the glittering 
-recti univalve. Sea archills ami 
Starfish, devilfish with htlgeVpiuk 
tentacles, and flu, white, Jellylike 
bags of cuttle lish, tempted many 
purchasers, as did oysters, clams 
ami gigantic mussels. 

S.-a eels sipiirm.il in tubs and 
jars, and smaller jars flashed with 
the perpetual motion of the little 

• ■els of the rice field barge eiav 
fish ami small crayfish, the sym- 
bolic ebi, whose bent back sym- 
bolizes oltl tige and long life, curled 
comfortably on I be wet boards, most 
delicious members of the lobster 
family and one of the specialties of 
Nagasaki. Fish tiflins at Mogi, 

OSS ihe narrow neck of land 

• hat separates the haibor fiom an- 
other anii of the sea, are renowned 
in the east, and when mail steamers 
are coaling passengers fly by jin- 
t ikisha over the divide to tifiiu Oil 
lobster a la Newburtr and a la may- 
onnaise ami tartare, lobster deviled, 
carried ami done in outlets, at the 
little hotel kept by Mivashta. one 
of the famous old tourist juides of 
Japan.

(hit surged through the narrow 
sticets of stalls, ami the skilful dis- 
sectors of big fish were pleased at 
our attentive gats as they accom- 
plished sleight of hand miracles 
wilh their thin ribbons of knife 
blades They boned a tish in a few 
seconds and left airy, spidery, 
lace-like skeletons and vertebra- lit 
for a museum's display, and they 
cut strips of raw fish into bits of 
paper thinness aud arranged them 
evenly, admirably, with an eye to 
artistic elTect, on plates which little 
lea house muds had brought with 
them.

Next to vuhjpr manners is a taste 
for depraved literature, which is 

ly connected with the oseof 

"slang" in conversation, Some of 
the daily papers in each of our large 
cities, have become cesspools, Into 
which every possible crime is dump- 
ed and poured morning and night. 
People who have no claim to be 
memlioiied outside of a very small 
circle are made notorious and 

national, because of some "pec'lal 

sin or shame, or vileness, with 
which they have been connected; 
and this moral carrion is made a 
topic of conversation among men 
and women who are supposed to be 
il and self-reapecting. Men 
do not swear so blasphemously as 
• hey used lo half a century ago, bul 
young women talk a vulgar "argot" 
which docs not SOUud sweetly from 
a pretty Christian mouth. Our 
walls ate plastered with 
offensive pictures and whole houses 
overed with announcement!

above vigorous intellect, mental 
power and nobleness of soul. 

And more than all are these vul 
garities due to the decay of pure 
bougbtful religion, with those 
oris which give dignity and 
conservative influence to human 
thought and life; and to the sub-
